Route tourist sleeper for an all- 
nighl ride to Kansas City, Mo , 

where we arrived safely the follow* 
ins morning. 
Our destination was Imperial, 

('ill., which is to be our future 
home, on a forty-acre ranch, locat- 
ed five miles north of that city. 

Arriving at Kansas City we slop 
peel several boors in order toohange 

caix. Kansas City being the largest 

metropolis in tin* western part of 

Missouri, is thoroughly modern and 

progressive in every w.iy, except in 

one respect, and that Is it has an 

old-fashioned ramshackle bit of a 

depot for Ihe reception of tiaillS. 

This is tl ly eye-sore that greats 

the average newcomer landing 

here. Someday in Ihe near future 
it is hoped that, Kansas City will 
have a magnificent Union Station 
of which the people therein may 
take pride. 

At ten in the morning we board- 
ed our train and palled out for a 
continuation of our western trip. 

We journeyed alOttg a'l day, pass- 

Ing Bast Leavenworth, Mo., at 

which point we beheld in the dis- 
tance* the City of Leavenworth, 
Kan , where is located the famous 
federal Penitentiary, where Uncle 
Sam sends his rebellious soldiers for 
Confinement when they deserve it. 

On the evening of this day we 
entered Nebraska, at, Ruin Station. 
M is interesting to note that ltulo

States, namely : Missouri, Kansas 
and Nebraska.

On the third day out we entered 

the Centennial State of Colorado. 
Ii is needless to say that Colorado

Slates in the Union. Owing to the 
many peaks and world-renowned 
Rooky Mountains, this Slate has 
become the most scenieal and 
beautiful of all the forty-eight com- 
mon weal lb comprising the Stars 
and Stripes. Much-traveled tourists 
who have seen considerable of the 
world on wheels, always advise 
people about, lo undertake their 
first trip tbUBly : " See Ann 
first." Ah this is the writer's first 
nip across Ihe continent to the I' 
tic Coast, "Seeing America (list, " 
was not, given in vain. 

Arriving at, Denver, Col., we 

Stopped several bourH for change of 

•, but lid not go sight-seeing, as 

we were uncertain about, Ihe time 
our train would start. 

Leaving Denver our train of one 
engine and eleven coaches was as 
Hisled by the addition of another en 

glne, made necessary on account of 
the rough oonntry through the 

Rooky Mountains. Same day we 

left Denvei live other section pae- 

t rains departed Westward, 
all bound for points in Califor- 
nia. Bach train was pulled by two 
nea. 
Out train stopped at Colorado 

Springs, where tin- great National 
Delation fOI Ihe Deal ( (invention 
was held I wo years ago. We plan- 
ned to Stop I. ere for light seeing, 

but the agent Informed us that no 

slop overs were allowed, so we were 
badly disappointed. At, t.his place 
is located Die School loi Deaf and 

Blind. 

Our parly continued seeing the 
fine surroundings till we stopped 

fot refreshments at Pueblo, Col. 

This place is a neat Up-to-date city. 

Our train now brings us to Canon 

this city and Park- 
dale are located two greet and im- 
portant spots, namely, the Grand 
Canyon of ihe Arkansas and the 
l Gorge. 

We ajl wcrr charmed by I lie 
Dd and Ho scenery that, 

words utterly fall todunoributhem. 
They must be seen to be appreciated. 



Leadvllle, Col., is a temarkable 
0*ty with 7,508 souls. This is one 
of the greatest mining camps in tbe 
country. Tbe city has the repu- 
tation of being tbe highest -located 
city in tbe world, rising 10,240 feet 
above sea level. It is situated on a 
spur of the Denver <fc Rio Grande 
line. 

Bucna Vista, Col., with a popula- 
tion of over one thousand Inhabit- 
ants, is famed as a populai and 
health and summer resort, and also 
as a paradise for fishermen and liun- 
teis. Tbtee mountain peaks rise 
here- namely, the Harvard, 14,375 
feet ; ihe Princeton, 14,196 feet ; and 
Yale, 14, 187 feet, 

Most of the towns along tbe line 
are famed as health and summer re- 
sorts, and also for being great places 
for hunting and fishing. 

MilcH and miles of desert-waste 
and millions upon millions of huge 
rocks greet the eye of the average 
tourist. 

We arrived at Ihe Grand June 
lion, Col., Saturday morning, where 
our train stopped lo lei passengers 
get breakfast. This is a llrsl-elass 
town, located in Hie midst of a grow- 
ing agrictilttiial and horticultural 
district. It has a flue railroad sta- 
tion. On a stretch of around south- 
ward we beheld thousands of cat- 
tle and horses grazing. The writer's 
cousin reside! lo this eity'. 

Mack is the last town in Colorado, 
and is right on the boundary line be- 
tween Colorado and Utah. 

CISCO is a typical frontier town on 
the wide expanse of Flail desert, of 
which the traveler's eye beholds 
miles and miles of the desert waste, 
but some day will witness a ureal 
change, after water has Irrigated 
the ground. Cisco is a stopping 
ooint i'<u engines to take ou « 
The "town" of Cisco made us 
smile. When we saw that all there 
was in Ihe place was "Hill's pool 
room " and a one-story frame build- 
ing, WbtCh serves as a hotel. 

Since leaving Denvei our loule 
lay along Ihe Denver and Rio 
Grande Line. Along the way we 
Observed some names for towns 
such as a M Good night Swallows," 
" Heaver," " Eagle," " Mack," and 
" Helper." 

Helper is a little railroad town 
built at the foot of the mountains. 
Helper is so called because an extra 
engine is always put on every train 
going west,. So now our train of 
eleven OO aobe s had three engines 
to pull us Up through the Wasatch 
Mountains. 

Castilla — Passing this city we soon 
beheld Slrawboiry Valley Tunned, 

a project being put through by tbe 
[Tutted States Government to ir- 
rlgat* 50,000 acres of land. Emerg- 
ing suddenly from the Canon, our 
train is upon the brink of Utah 
Valley, where we see a grand spec- 
tacle of loveliness, peace and pros- 
perity. 

PrOVO, Utah, situated at ihe base 
of tin* Wasatch Mountain range, is 
a wealthy Mormon city. It has 
broad streets and a multitude of 
shade trees. The first woolen mill 
of the Missouri River was 
built here. 

Lfhi, Utah, is a famous oily, 
Where tbe tailroad tracks cross and 
rceross Ihe River Jordan (a crooked 
stream) that, comiccls Utah Lake 
and Great Salt Lake, .lust like the 
real Jordan connects the s 
Galilee and the Bread Sea. 

Our train now reached Salt Like 
Cily, with a population of 1)2,777 
souls. The Capital of Utah is a 
thriving up-to-date city, founded in 
1847 by the Mormons, under tbe 
leadership of Briirham Young. This 
metropolis is popularly known as 

ihe "Mormon city." People here 

fret water from the mountains for 
drinking and other purposes. The 
rem pie and Tabernacle and Assom 
bly Hall ate all located on Temple 
Square, and are all reminders of the 

old cinys of Moiinonisiu. The grave 

of Hrighani Young (the founder) is 
right in the city, in a private lot, 
owned by some of bis descendants. 

Halt Lake is in the distance, 

slretchinn north and south, and is 

one hundred mil's long. The lake 

is aix times more salty than the 

in. 

After stopping here one day and 

night, we proceeded on to Ogden, 

Utah, where we changed cars, and 
got aboard a train of the Southern 
Pacific route. 

From Ogden, Utah, which we left 
in the evening, we had an all night, 
fast run with a very few stops, pass- 



ing through Utah and Nevada. 
Both these States are barren de- 
serts Finally our train arrived at 
the Western boundary of Nevada. 
We entered California October 1st, 
having just passed Reno, the last 
town in Nevada, made famous by 
the great Jeffries-. Johnson prize 
light and also where American wo- 
men get divorced while they wait. 

On the evening of October 1st, we 
ai rived at, Oakland pier, where our 
train Stopped. We were ferried 
across San Francisco Bay to San 
Francisco, Gal. We stopped all 
night at, a hotel. Next day we went 
light-Seeing till late in the after 
noon. We found that Frisco is an 
ideal American city. We visited 
the Cliff House, located on the deep 
bluC breezy Pacific Ocean. 

Leaving San Francisco we pro 

oeeded till we reached the Sau-Joa- 
quin Valley. We stopped several 
• lays at Fresno and Rcodlv, where 
relatives resided. Fresno anil 
Reed ley are located in a district 
where giapes and other delicious 

fruits grow in tbe greatest abun- 
dance. 

At length we arrived at Ihe gieat 
city of Los Angeles, Cul. We uot 
thereat night while it was raining 
We bad planned to spend one day 
sight-seeing, bill we gave up the 
idea. 

Leaving Los Angeles on the 
'.I P M train we travelled all night 
till we arrived next morning at 
Imperial Junction, Oal We 

changed cars here, and in about an 
hour afterwards we arrived at our 
destination — i.e., Imperial, Gal. 
So we arrived here on October 51 b. 
1912 We stopped in Ihe City of 
Imperial till October Kith, when wc 
moved out lo our ranch, five miles 
north. 

Since coming here we gol posses 
sion of another 40 acres adjoining 
on Ihe north, so now we have 80 
acres. 

The high cost of living is not 
worrying us any more now, since 
we have a chance to raise all our 
Vegetables and fruits and grains. 

Imperial Valley is a now country, 
located in Imperial County. It 

began lo be settled twelve years 

ago. 

Behold here we are al the ex 
1 1 erne end of the United Slates. 
We hive always lived in the in- 
terior of tbe country The climate is 

warm and agreeable. 

In conclusion, the writer wishes to 
say that when I lirst started out in 
tbe world to make my living, 1 went 
to Iowa to work as a hired man on 
farms. Aflei being there eight 
years I returned to St. Louis, where 
I got steady work for twenty live 
years. Becoming tired of cily life 
and having saved up something for 
the proverbial rainy day, 1 deter- 
mined to return to my old I 

inning. Having left the farm 
in 1887, "yours truly" has not for 

gotten anything be learned while 
fanning. 

Some one lias said : " There la 
nothing in the world like coining 
back." 

Lots of people go away and never 
come back. We have " come back," 
and we have come to stay. 

Since arriving here I met Charles 
Bishop, a deaf mute, who graduated 
from the Ohio School for the Deal 
He has been living in Imperial Yal 

ley for the last three years. He is 
renting a ranch on the share plan. 
A Mr. Shown ( a hearing man ) is 
tbe local water-inspector, who mea- 
sures ami keeps accounts ol water 
from the Colorado River, foi the 

purpose of irrigating the ranches 

that are run by farmers, Mr. Shown 
comes from .lacksboro, Texas, 
where bis fatber (a deaf unite) 
owns a large ranch ol eight thou 
sand acres. His father attended 
the School for the Deaf at Austin, 

Texas. 

On our way from St. Louis we 

travelled 9,400 miles and were 

eleven days on the way. We pass- 
ed through six Slates: Missouri, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Utah, Nevada 
anil California.

Dispatches from Berlin tell of the 
discovery of a new seium for tuber- 
culosis, one which will cure all tint 
the most advanced cases in three or 
four months. The physician who 
is credited with the discovery is Dr. 
Frederick Fran/. Friedman, and his 
discoveries and details of treatment 
have aroused intense interest. 

They have been corroborated by 

newspaper correspondents in such 
a direct manner as to lead to Ihe 
belief that at last we have obtained 
a specific for Ihe while plague. 
Such reports, however, must be 
taken with some caution, as every 
now anil then tuberculosis and 
cancer cures tue announced, and 
then fade into insignificance. The 
search for a serum that will cure 
tuberculosis has been going on ever 
since lvoch first isolated the lubcrcle 
bacillus, lie himself announced 
the discovery of a serum which 
would cure the disease and hundreds 

of patients took, the treatment, 
many of them dying. It was later 
found that his "tuberculin" ■ 
no use as a human reagent. It is 
now employed as a valuable testing 
medium for cattle. Bearing, the 
successor of Pasteur at the Paris 
Institute, who discovered ihe 
antitoxin for diphtheria, also an- 
nounced the discovery of a serum 
for tuberculosis. But it has never 
gained public recognition, if it is 
true. And many others, such as 
Trudea, MetchnikotT, De'Scheinich, 
Margliano, have sought and sought, 
and thought they have found, only 
lo be disappointed. The Friedman 
discovery, so far as the details go, 
seems to be veiy promising, but it 
is much too early to place much 
reliance upon reports. The lot 
life caused by tuberculosis amounts 
lo nearly a million lives evei\ 

Germany loses 180,000, the United 
slates 100,000, (treat Britais 
000, Austria SO, 000, Italy 60,000. 

France 110,000, ami other nations 
in like proportion. What a serum 
that would cure cases by direct 
application would do for humanity 
can scarcely be computed, either in 
material benefit or dollars and cents 

Let us hope that Friedman is the 
maker of the uew epoch in medicine 
that a real tuberculosis serum 
means.

After weeks of waiting, for which

Tbe lot. measures 75 by 
197.10 feet. The front building or 
church will measure 45 by 02.5 feet, 
and the rear building (parish bo 
40 feet, front, by 04 feet deep. 

There is the possibility that the 
parish house will not be finished en 
tirely uuless sufficient, funds can he 
raised in time. Obviously the pur- 
pose of this is to avoid any Incum- 
brance remaining upon the new 
buildings. The money needed lo 
finish the buildings may come in 
time, it is hoped. 

Thomas, Churchman & Molitoi 
are, the architects, and Horace II 
Barrell, the contractor. The cost 
of two structures will be about 
$45,000. 

The old church on Franklin 
Street has been sold to a Lutheran 
congregation for $8,000, including 
ats, and is now used by those 
people at such times when the deaf 
do not occupy the building. This 
arrangement will continue until tbe 
new church is ready for occupancy 
by the deaf. 

This bit of news marks the begin- 
ning or the new All Souls' Church. 
The next important thing will be 
the laying of the cornerstone, pro 
bably early in the spring. Should 
the weather be favorable to build- 
ing operations, it may occur earlier. 
At, all events, the new church 
peeted to be ready before tbe end 
of next year. December Sth, 1913, 
will be the twenty-fifth anniv 
of the consecration of the oil All 
Souls'.

For many centuries, even until 
comparatively recent times, it was 
the common belief that pearls were 
drops of dew that gained entrance 
into the oyster, and there were 
transformed into lustrous gems. 
Arab and Indian divers still believe 
that at certain seasons oysters come 
up to the surface, and suck in the 
dewdrops that later become pearls. 
Science however, has rudely shat- 
tered this poetic fancy and discovered 
the real origin to be a worm. 

We now know that almost any 
foreign body, a grain of sand, a bit 
of mud or shell, a piece of seaweed 
or a small animal may by its irri- 
tation cause the mollusk to cover it 
with nacre, and make it the nucleus 
of a pearl; but the largest part of 
the pearl crop of the world is due to 
parasites that norr. s a part of 

their life cycle within the shell of 
the pearl oyster. 

Minute spherical larvrv of marine 
worms known as Cestodes became 
embedded in the soft tissues, as many 
as forty having been found in one 
Ceylon oyster. As the result of irrita- 
tion, the pearl forms a protecting sac 
about the intruder, and then, if the 
larvne dies it is gradually converted 
into carbonate of lime, and the pearly 
mass proceeds to grow with the 
shell. 

If the larva live, it may pass into 
the Ixrdy of the strong-jawed trij 
fishes which prey on pearls 
their undergoing further de- 
velopetuent. Utimately it reaches 
the body of the great rays, which in 
turn cat the trigger fishes. In the 
rays the worms attain full develop- 
ment, and produce larvae that are 
cast into the sea, and find lodgment 
in pearl oysters. Thus the cycle is 
begun once more.
